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_ I Mznr10N not this particularly, to expoſe My 
N piſton; for it is not at all unuſual for ſomething o 
this nature to be the Foundation of an uncommon 7 
for Hereſy. It has been an old Obſervation, th 
when Men have once enter d into the Buſineſs of War 
making, they ſeldom end till they have form d a G 
too, to favour their Syſtem ; and how true this ha 
prov'd in the Caſe of Mr. }hifton, they that haye pe 
Fay convers'd with him are able to give a large ac 
count. However, tis a very melancholy Conſiders 
tion, to find the moſt important Truths of our Hol 
Religion, thus molded to every extravagant and ſick 
Fancy; and that thoſe who are ſo bold to do fo, ſhoul 
find any Encouragement in the World. Can Men fn 
nothing but Religion for Philoſophy to ſport with 
and muſt that be the firſt thing, that is given up to ese 
idle Wretch, who imagines he has made ſome nc 
Diſcovery ? Is England turn d another Athens, and 
no body to be regarded, but who ſets forth ſome 
Dofrine? Let us for ſhame return to the old Path 
the good ay our honeſt Forefathers trod before us; an 
not be the Deriſion of all the diſcerning World, fore 
Abſurdities, as well as Impieties. Let us lay it dow 
as an eſtabliſh'd Rule, that if Men believe not Mol 
and the Prophets, neither would they be perſuaded, tho i 
roſe from the Dead. No new Diſcovery can do more 
convince the World, than that ſtanding Revelation Gr 
Almighty has already made to it; and tis like thelil 
Calf in the Epigram, to endeavour to gather Nu 
ment from the Teats of a painted Cow ; 0B 
ſacred Language, to hew to our ſelves broken Ciſterns, on 
that hold no Water; either to attempt any thing ot tt 
nature our ſelves, or mind thoſe that do,

* Chriſtianity, and not for Diſputes and Controverſies 
in the World.” So will theſe good Men harangue 
for half an hour tegether'; and you ſhall hear nothing 
from them but Peace, Love, Charity, Temper; Mo- 
deration, Cc. in the whole round of their Diſcourſe. . 


Bur, as you have any regard for the eternal Salya- 
tion of your Soul; as you would hold faft the Profeſſion 
of your Faith without wavering, and keep' à good Confrience, 
and Faith undefiled ; fly the Man that talks in this train, 
as you would à Plague or Infection. His Words in- 
deed are ſofter than Butter, and his Language is ſmoother 
than Oil; yet are they very Swords, an ftalian Dagger, 
that ſtabs at thy. very Soul. Tell him (if you at all 
venture to ſpeak to him, and I hold it dangerous for 
any, but who is a very good Maſter of Controverſy, 
to do it) that you believe all Divine Truth of the ut- 
moſt Conſequence, whether it be ſpeculative or prac- 
tical; and that Life itſelf ought rather to be given 
up, than one Tittle of it be receded from. That God 
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ſequence, and the whole-of Chriſtianity ſeems to ſtand 
and fall with it. And this will more particularly ap- 
pear, by conſidering two neceſſary and inevitable Con- 
ſequences, that flow from We n SO 
in the Wortd, viz, 39% 
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with his Countrymen, in - acknowledging more Gad. 
than One. And ſhall it be thought, this honeſt Man, 
by the bare Reflections of his Natural Reaſon, was 
nore Orthodox in this great Article of Faith, thag 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles > Oh monſtrous ! he that ar- 
gues at this rate, has renounced the Faith, and is worſe

tj, is what they have learn d only from Pagans ; and 
al they can poſſibly. ſay. for any thing of that nature, 
may be found from a Porphyry or Celſiu, in defence of 
the Heathen Mythology: For tho* they contended for 
a Plurality of Gods, yet they only inſiſted on Jupiter as 
Sreme ; and all the other particular Gude and Goddeſſes, 
Were only his Deputies, and entirely. ſubordinate to 
um.
